The Judge argued very strongly that 
a jail reforms no one. that 75 per 
cent of the boys who are committed 
to jail arc- returned within six years 
for worse offences.

As recently as in |M Knglish law 
officers led to the gallows children 
twelve years of age for petty thefts. 
This s*s ms almost incredible. 

What society has to do through 
its legal ut Hots is to eliminate the 
ci Iminal tendency that may be In 
the boy without destroying the boy 
who possesses possibilities ot value 
for the community.

A gicat many people have trouble 
with their cream and bum r during 
tbsi winter months; others have nore 
or less trouble all the time. 

Why? Simply because there in 
something wrong with thrlr m«tl."l of 
caring for the cream or churning but- 
ler. Somttlmes the butter will not 
"com" with a rennonnhle umouut of 
ihiiitilng. One complains of white 
specks in the butter; another say* 
the buttu haa a peculiar bit' r lasts, 
and so it goes. 

Some of the people uRo cr. -m s» pa- 
rutorn, whll" others do not. HoWSSc r. 
It Is safe to say ih.it In cither case 
the cr'sm Is not bj the proper condi- 
tion to be churned. 

Kithcr Ih • t.mpiiature la tl fault 
or else I' < ream has not b. i n prop- 
erly "r.- . d"— probably both ran- 
hlncsl. Some poop .- 00Sit«**1 that the 
food which a cow consume* has more 
lo do with the conditions of the . ream 
than the way lu which It Is rip. nc.l 
snd churned. 

However tbia may be. there is no

starve J ami otherwise neglected.

We never have any trouble wl'li 
our cream or butter ut any season of 
the year. 

We are not In the dairy business 
Mid therefore have never tried any 
impro\ed method* bo saw ntlal to suc- 
ess whc.i the bus.neas is coiidmted 
ipon a large scale. 

One of cur cowa Is s family pet. 
She la very old and not so very pro 
litable, but she get* the same care 
thai tho othera do. 

We have all ih- milk, cream und 
butter that wo can uae the year 
around and ■OSM butler to s< II— quite 
a^Iltle more In proportion to the num- 
bjtr of rows kept than most of our 
m ifhbora. 

IjiPt winter we milked two cows all 
winter and kept an account cf the 
SBttSf VM sold. 

During the coldirt part of the win- 
ter, from December 2" to January 10. 
we churned und sold 6t> pour.ds anil 10 
ounces. 

Or this amount H% pounds waa 
the produci of ten days' milk, minus 
that whlc h we ke pt for table use. Thin, 
we think, is a pretty good showing 
for two cows such as ours; for, beln:-. 
ordinary farmer folk, we keep ordi- 
nary cows; but they lire well cared 
for and lu conseq icm e |] .-. , ,o good 
r. turns. 

During the fall and winter month* 
they are kept In the stable e\ cry- 
night : In the summer they hu-ro an 
open shed for shelter. 

They always have pasture In sea- 
son and a little ground grain twice a 
day.
